W a rtim e Device. PerfectedT by A m e ri­ 
can Engineers, Has a Practical 
Purpose in Peace. 


Tn tho litte r days of the war re­ 
port-* etna rn ted from F rn w e of a my** * 
terious listening device which “heard” 
sounds inaudible to the ear and located 
their source. 
The same mechanism 
developed to highly practical form by 
American 
engineers, 
has now 
been 
adopted by the United States bureau 
of mines for locating miners acciden­ 
tally entombed, says Popular Mechan­ 
ics magazine. 
T he instrument, called a “geophone,” 
is practically a miniature seismograph. I 
It Is quite simple, consisting of an iron 
ring closed at each side by a dia­ 
phragm of mica. 
In the center is sus­ 
pended by a holt through the dia­ 
phragms. a disk of lead. 
A brass cap 
forms an air chamber at each end. To 
the center of one cap is attached a 
rubber tube with 
stethoscopic e a r­ 
piece*. 
The metal case, set on end on the 
ground, vibrates to every shock; but 
the lead disk. held by Inertia, does not. 
The resulting disturbance of the mica 
diaphragms is communicated to the 
earpieces with extraordinary sensitive­ 
ness. 
With two Instruments, one for each 
ear. the listener can accurately locate I 
the source of the sound, and even 
identify the cause. 
In government j 
tests pounding with a sledge was lo- ; 
rated through l,1 .r*0 feet of bituminous , 
coal, other concussions registering in 
proportion.

Historic Tree Now Only a Memory. 
The “tree in the road” a mile and 
a half west of Hartford, Mich., has 
been cut down to clear the way for 
a new concrete road. This maple tree, 
supposed to be more than a hundred 
years old, was the most famous and 
most cherished landmark of the re­ 
gion. 
Standing In the middle of th*' 
road on the crest of a hill, it had 
from the time of toe oldest inhabitant 
been used as a point from which all 
distances were measured.
